We have no desire what- 
ever to bo alarmists, but prevention 
ia, better than carje, - and it now bo- 
lioves the aatboriiies to give the sub- 
jeot the ooDsideration that its impor> 
tance-demands, and, in ,viev-Of, the 
not improbable importation of the 
malady to the Pacific, to obtain . the 
eaVlleBt advice of its appearance at 
San Franoisop in order that the en- 
forqemont .of qnarantine laws ajid 
other preoautionary measures may bo 
adb|)'ied to arrest, if possible; the pro- 
gress of the unwelcome visitor to our 
shores. From Europe our telegram 
is only ten days old I So far, the pro- 
posed armistice had jprodnded no prac- 
tloaF'restilts. i^rossia, it is hinted, 
declined, all terms, remaining firm in 
her defflafads, 'while Italy, regardless 
of the French mandate, c .was , ad- 
VADcing on. Yenetia. Our recent 
prognostication, it would $eem,, is on 
tiiie eve of being realized; instead 
of tho cession of Venetia to Franco 
r^snlting in a peaceful solution of diffi- 
ouUies, it has tended only to fan' the 
flame,, and one of the London journals 
jrppA BO far as to foreshadow a general 
European war. The Dorby Ministry 
has. tendered its friendly advice to tho 
Conr£ at Fiorenoe to accept mediation, 
and the French official organ asserts 
that attempts were being renewed for 
A peaceful settletnent, but we question 
much whether the " friendly advice" 
of the combined neutral powers can 
DOW effect that end, Finssia was still 
pushing her victorious way south. 
The- free. city,, of Frankfort>on-the- 
il ain, on the borders of Bavaria,, where 
tiiif Federal jiiot sits for nine months 
out of the twelve,'' was threatened, 
/while Prague, the capital of Bohemia, 
a strongly fortified city* of 200,000 ins 
habitantSj^ had either fallen or was 
likely''t6 'fkU. This ^ would give the 
'Prnssians the key to Tionna, where we 
may/Iook for Ih© next great struggle. 
ThS Italians on the other hand have 
met with another severe defeat at Bor- 
goforte, on tho Po, near Mantua, and 
despite the -withdrawal of Austrian 
troops appear to bo making no head- 
way in Tenetia.

Gon 
tloracn's scarf pins and sleovo links 
are also formod after horses pat 
jterns— Jockeys, ' saddles, 'whips, 'bri 
dies and 'the likeV Q?be ''.fapliiipnable 
collar for gentlemen is extremely 
largo, with turn down c6rn^rs, on 
which appear dogs and horses' hoads 
I as large; as silver) dpllars. T^e shirt 
itself is spotted with' smaller' horse 
shoes, or with the heads of bull dogH 
and horses. Pocket handkorchi 
aro similarly adorned, and tho iiKinin 
for le sport has introduced dogn aiul 
horses heads in lieu of coats oi ariun 
and Qvpiiers in .the headings of nolo 
paper, 

It is, perhaps, not gonorally known 
that tho Fronoh prize of 50,000 francs, 
tor tlio raosl important application of 
tho voUaio pile to industrial purposes, 
is open to all nations.

The people about, "patrons," 
pugilists and the rest, ware first remonstra- 
tiva and finally furious, while the four 
seconds perpetually transgressed the laws of 
the ring by mock fighting and by leaving 
their corners to danoa round and yell deris- 
ively nt the two half-naked figures in the 
hope of exciting them with what ia called 
'' business." 

" Yer a blank sight too smiling and friend" 
ly with each other lor my taste, blank blank 
yer ; can't yer get a little spiteful ?" was 
the genial admonition of one of Mace's 6up« 
piirter.a ; whil9 the friends of Goss adjured 
liim"togoin and em»sh the old 'un, who 
had got no stamina, and was only boonoin' 
on what he!d[doQe when Qoaa was a baby." 
It was. all fruitless, however, and thoni^h 
those versed in fighting phrases might dis' 
tinguisb between one kind of feint and 
anothsr, the broad truth is that the two men 
having tired out the patience of their fierce 
friond.s and backers, ahook bands, Goss with^ 
out a scratch, and Mace with a trifling abra- 
sion ot tlio nose nnd right cheek. 

To describe ono bystander's expression is 
to diacribo all. How Tom King, genteel and 
smart, and looking less like a pugiliat than 
ever, with hia trimly kept whiskers and mu?- 
tacliii, o.vplained that Maco " was a very dif- 
ferent man cow to when he knew him ;" how 
the veteran Jemmy Shaw almost eried with 
vexation at ''wot the ring had come to, wiili 
two bli!8.si!d cluunpions in it alruid lo louoli 
each other;'' hoJvJom Ward, with a griij- 
zlcil tniiKtache, looking like a half-pay Major, 
aliru^rged his shoulders pityingly when 
asked wbut be would have thought o' that 
soFtO'. gama in hia day ; how NatLaoghan 
looked on more in sorrow than in anger ; 
how Rook,'^, with his recent soars all healed 
explained vueiterously what should be done
